' I iafcly! betrays the Fort by letting the Enemy in at a 
Poſtern, and eaſily conquers thoſe daring Heroes who 
gever turned their backs of vifible danger: Whom no 
Adverſe affair, not Death it ſelf, in all its frigrhtul 
change of ſhapes, could ever daunt, or daſh out of 
Countenance. 

And indeed”tis a 77th which the Oracles of GOD 
lave vouched to us by no mean Inſtances to put it be- 
yond all diſpute, For whilelt Gidzon was a private

man, the leaſt in bis Fathers houſe, and threſhed Whey 
by the Wine-preſs, he was a very Good man, and 
great Favourite in the Court of Heaven; the Tex 
fays, that the Angel of the LO R D wifited and com. 
muned freely with him, as a Man does with his Friend; 
but theh, when once, He grew Great, and was fleſhed 
with a miraculous victory over the mighty Kings o 
Midian, the ſame man was not the ſame ; tor he aby. 
ſed his profperous fortune, and made him an Epjud 
of the Ear-rings taken in ſpoil, and pat it in His City 
Ophrah, and a/ Iſrael went a whoring after it, which 
thing became a ſnare to Gideon and bis houſe. "Thus 
one bewitching Dalilah ſubdued the invincible Samy. 
ſon, when all other Arts and Arms of Paleſtine could 
neither withſtand, no, nor find out his flrength, Be 
fore I'was troubled Twent wrong, faith King David: 
And — 7t is good for me that I was afflitted ; that 
ſet him right. But then again when He fat ftill x 
Jeruſalem 1n a profound Peace, and*had nothingele 
to do, He ſell into thoſe two grievous Sins which cut 
him out work for Repentance all the days of his Life, 
His ſon Solomon, the wiſeſt Prince that ever ſwayed 
That, or any other Scepter under the Sun, yet ſtands 
charged with very great folly towards the end of his 
peaceable Reign; for living in aH cafe and pleaſure, 
and having no manner of Exemies , but thoſe mo 
deadly ones of his ow houſe, his Falſe Friends, he un- 
adviſedly ſuffer'd them in his O/d declining Age to 
tempt him to /dolazry. To add no more, #rae/in g6 
neral who found the land of Fgypr, that houſe of Boy 
dage and hardſhip, a wholeſome School of Yertue, 
made the bleſſed Land of Cazaan a Nourſe of all Yices, 
a mere Land of forgetfulneſs ; which Moſes the Mas 
of GOD here. having a clear proſpe&@ of, he lays in 
early caution againſt it in theſe words, —— When thu

For our due handling of thefe words I ſhall endeavour; 
'1. To ſtate the genuine ſenſe and full importance 
of the canton. | 
2. To back and enforce it with fome proper Con- 
kderations. 
_ Laſtly, To tenJer ſome ſhort direRive 
Rutes how we may beſt reduce it to Practice. 
I begin with the Firſt; And 
1, To forget the LORD, imports 1n general, to 
contemn the power of Religion, and with that old 
Fool, to ſay in ones heart, thereis no GO D, no Judge, 
or Judgment to come; at leaſt to deny Him that Ho- 
nour and Worſhip dueto His Holy and Reverend Name, 
and give it to Another ; to put ones truſt and confi- 
dence in Createres or dols, the works of God's,or of 
Mens hands, more then the Creator, and caſt his 
Commandments behind ones back, as if he owed no 
daty either to God or Man : It implies a ſtupid ha- 
bitual neglect of Gods Service, which is the great bu-« 
ſmeſs, and chief end of our Creation; whena Man 
immerſeth himfelf ſo deep in the fraitleſs cares, the 
frothy Vanities of this Worſd, and the ſinful Luſts of 
the Fleſh, that GO D 75 nor in al by ferious thoughts, 
that is, not in one-of them A4//; but helives and dies 
am Atheiſt, Epicure; Tdolater , or ungodly Infidel, 
ind ' fo pkungeth himſelf, headlong into rhat dreadful 
Boom 10 the Plalm,* Zhe wicked ſhall be turned into 
Hell, and all the Nations that forget GOD. 
\ 2. To forget the LORD ſignifies here more eſpe- 
cially, not to recount and value, not tobe duly ſex- 
fb: 'of,' and'truly thankful for his paſt or preſent Mer- 
det, and Deliverances ; not to lay them rohear?, and 
all them to mind; not to- ſuffer them to have their 
B 2 proper 
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roper effe& upon us, when. his ow# beloved and of 
bes diſtreſſed People forget GOD their SAVIOUR, 
who brought them out of Agypt with a ugh Hard, 
and ſtretched. out Arm ; who led them through the 
Wilderneſs , and fought all their battels for 
drowning ſome of their Enemies in. the depth of the 
Sea, and routing all others at Land, and planted them 
in a good Land, in another Paradicez even the Laud 
of Promiſe; a Land of Corn, Wine, and Oyl, a Land 
þ hon with Rivers of Milk and Brooks of. Honey, 
For them to Rebel and lift up their heel againſt Him 
merely out of wantonneſs, and too. much Peace and 
Plenty, were beyond all Para/l, it not all Pardey 
alſo; for, as the Royal Prophet obſerves, zhe merciful 
and gracious L O R Dhath ſo done his marvellous works, 
_ they ought to be had in Remembrance. And there 
ore, : 

3. And Laſtly, To diſcover the full ſtrength and 
force of the Caution, we muſt fly to that uſual figure 
inRhetorick, whereby much more is implied then is 
expreſſed, like that of the Prophet, Cau a Woman for.

—4f 1 forget thee Jeruſalem, let my right hand for 
get her cunning ; if I do not remember thee, then lt 
my tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth ; the ſweet 
ſinger of ae/wiſheth his curious right hand uſcleſs,and 
his graceful 7oygue diſabled from chanting any more 
Hallelujahs to his Harp, if (inſtead of forgetting He 
doth not prefer Feru/alem's diſtreſs above his own 
chieſeſt Delight and Joy.. 7hen beware leſt thou for- 
get the LORD: Thatis, be ſure that thou. remem-

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krtolove and honour him in the day of thy Proſperity 
for then thou haſt all the reaſon in the world, and the; 

obligations imaginable, to . Jinw; and glorifie 
his holy Name, and that not in Word and Tongue only, 
fying. G O D be thanked, the LORD be praiſed ; 
(though that ſounds well) but indeed and in Truth alſo, 
s that dying, Roman faid.to his Friend, Que —_—— 
wnminiſſe, que mandaverit exequs. To remember 
bis Will and Pleaſure, and do all his Commands. 
for to be truly thankful to GOD 1s certainly to 
live him: and zf ye /ove me,. keep my Commandments,

And yet after all, that .Jeurun waxing fat in her 
felt Paſture, grew + ſturdy - and reſtift, and Aick- 
elagainſt her Feeder, and moſt ſhamefully forgot the 
Lord her Redemer , appears by the Writings of the 
Prophets, as a Cloud of Witneſſes, as allo by thoſe ſtu» 
jendious Showers of Fudgments which fell upon them, 
xcording to thePrediQtions of thoſeProphers; and laſtly 
ty their utter Extirpation, and Deſtruction, their be. 
ing. Blotted out of the Liſt of Nations for Crucifying the. 
Lirdof Life, and Killing their only Lord and Saviour,. 
torto this day they are under a Curſe; they are Vaga- 
bonds over all the Earth, they .are no People, they 
laeno Laws or Government, no King in 7ſrael, nei- 
ther God nor Man. 

Which things happened unto them for Enſamples ( ſays 
|, Paul.) and are written, that is, left upon Record 
ys for our Admonition upon whom. the Ends of the 
World are come. 

And therefore leſt weſhould tread. in their Ungra-» 
eious Steps, and forget the Lord when weare full ted 
vith his Manifold Mercies ;leſt we ould tempt Chriſt, 
& ſome of them alfo tempted, and be Deſtroyed of the 
Deſtroyer ;- leſt our Iniquity alſo ſhould be our Ruine \.

1. Conſider we that by forgetting G OD andproy. 
ing careleſs of his Laws in the mid{t of our- tempory 
Felicities, we provoke the beſt Friend we have to be 
come our profeſſed Enemy.For they draw rtot-G O Ds 
Attributes to the Life and Truth, who allow him on 
ly Mercy for a Pemitent, and no Juftice at all for 
Preſumptuous Sinner. They are more Falſe Prophet; 
then Balaam himſelf, who would ſtretch the Words df 
his Parable to ſignifie, that GO D doth nor Bebyll, 
but Connive at all manner of 7iqzity in the beloved 
Jacob, becauſe he ſaw none there at that time, that 
cried loud enough for Speedy and Publick Yexgeame, 
which is the undoubted meaning of that Place. No; 
GOD isnot ſo fond of any of his Servants , as to be 
in love with their Follies: Thedeareſt Child he hath 
muſt raft of the Rod if he deſerve it. David was is 
deed a Man after G O D $ own heart im other things, 
*bur yet his Murder and Adultery were Damnable Sn 
for all that, as he had found by woful Experience, i 
he had nor carefully 'waſhed:them away with his own 
Penitent 7ears, more Richly Influenced with his ſe 
deemers Blood, St. Peter was a Man of Undauntet 
Courage, and moſt forward Fairhat other times, by 
yer there is no excuſe to' be made tor tis denying hi 
ord'and Maſter, and that with an- Oath, ſaying, 
know not the Man. Iſrael was once. GO D S Fil 
peculiar People of all others, Engraven upon the Pain 
of his Flands, and kept as the Apple of his Eye, (b 
tender he was of them ) but all this while their Ii 
were written with a Pen of Tron, arid the point of a Dit 
mod, ſaith the Prophet, to ſhew that he _— 
man 
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gem gyas laſting, and they ſo far from being winked: 
x, that they were more ſurely and ſpeedily puniſhed , 
Spt- I then if they had been 4/zevs. Witneſs the many Woes 

and Threats, Judgments and Carſes C—_—_ upon 
'ov. © them at divers times; ſuch as Peſtslence and Famine, 
'onl I Blaſting and Mildew, the Sword, the Fiery Serpents , 
be if the Heavens ſometimes as /rov, the Earth as Braſs. 
DSN Becauſe my People hath forgottey me, / will ſcatter them 
awith an Eaſt-PVind before the Enemy ; 1 will fhew 
them the Back, and not the. Face in the day of their Ca» 
lamity, Jerem. 18. And again, / will be unto them as 
« Lyon,or a Leopard,as a Bear bereaved of her Whelps : 
[will Rent the Cawl of their hearts, and Devaur them 
litea Lyon, ſaith the L O RD, Hos. 13. All this to 
that 'Be/oved People. $0 that however Vain Men 
may fancy, that their being of the Number of GODS 
Ek#, and ina State of Grace, is a ſufficient Patent or 
Frivikedge to excuſe their Sins, yet the Caſe is clear 
that they decezpe themſelves herein, although they be 
(if *twere poſlible )- of the very Eleft, For be he Jew 
or Chriſtian, be he Saint or Angel, that Forgets his 
6OD, hethereby Forfeits his Favour and Friend- 
up, and Incurrs his utmoſt Enmicy and Wrath ; he 
h the Light of his Cauntenance, and makes the 
San of Righteduſneſs appear .to bim in no other, then 
that Terrible ſhape of a Conſuming Fire. 

This Argument alone;met hinks, ſhould, be ſirong 
wough to drive the Nail home ; &eware 4«/t thou for- 
o IN gt the LO R D, for thertby thou wilt make him thine 
if Enemy ; and a Potent Enemy he is, worthy of all thy 
{mJ fear : For he can Torment thee with a thouſand Plagues 
(oY here, and then- Caſt both Body andSoul into. the Ne- 
rm thermoſt He4 hereafter,

Only the Noble and Rational Creature 
that calls himſelf Mar, in this exceeds the very Beafy 
that Periſh + That he is fometimes Ingrateful to his 
own #ind, oftner'to his Xing, but moſt of all to his 
moſt Gracious G OD.

Halcyon Days of Peace and: Plenty.” --For G OD 
lets no Leaſes for Lives in diſpenſing his Temporl 
Bleſſings : We are all but '7ewavts at will, and may be 
turn'd out of all, and Beggar'd at his Pleaſure. There 
is, ye know, a natural Viciſſitude of 'things : The 
whole World is ever turning Round, Day and Night, 
Summer and Winter haye' their mutual Courſes. The 
moſt Glorious Day is ſhut up with a pitchy Night, 4 
dull,uncouth Winter uſually tollows the moſt Spright- 
ly Summer; nay , the Sun is'oft ſequeſter'd of his 
| Noon day Glory by a /ittle Cloud appearing firſt like 
Mans hand, but afterwards ſhewing it ſelf to be' niore 
like the ZZand of him who ſometimes makes Daytneſ 
. his 
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tis Pavilion, though he ever dwells in in acceſible Lig he. 
\Avery lively Emblem of the Inſtability of all humane 
affairs, which admit of as much change of Weather, 
3s Nature it ſelf, For there is ſeldom one Sun-ſhine 
day of Peace, but a Cloxdriſes in the midſt on't, from 
whence the 'Thunder and Lightning of Fatal Wars 
breaks out of a ſudden ; however Night is drawing on, 
and will at length overtake us, and then all our Joys 
and Comforts will ſuffer a more continued Interrupti- 
on, perhaps be totally 7 4 by Trouble and Miſe- 
'h Nulla ſors longa &, dolor eſt voluptas invicem ce- 
unt, brevior voluptas, ſays the excellent Tragedian; 
no condition of Lite here, not the beſt is fixed and im- 
mutable : Sorrow.and Joy take their turns, (there go- 
ing commonly a whole day of Trouble to one hour of 
Joy ).and the Stars in their Courſes fight either tor , 
or.againſt us according as we demean our ſelves. 
| Beloved, . our Memories are treacherous indeed, if 
we have quite forgotten the ſevere Diſcipline GO D 
hath-of late Years exerciſed upon this City, and' this 
Sinful Natzen, 'Chiefly by the devouring Sword, the 
Raging Peſtilence, and 'the Conſuming Fire ; for all 
which we ought to /ay our hands upon our Mouths, and 
acknowledg them as juſt Judgments upon' us for our 
forgetting GOD in the mid(t of our Jollity. Thoſe' 
Storms (through Mercy) are at preſentover, and we 
ina very great Calm ; we enjoy more Temporal Fe- 
licities ( 1f we would ſee it )) then even heart could wiſh, 
as the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks ; though we hear of nothing bur 
Wars,aud Rumours of Wars abroad,yet we are not troa- 
bled at home,( bating our own groundleſs Jealoufies, and 
—_— Fears) farther then to fe down quietly 
er.our own Yines and Fig-trees, and Reap the 
Fruit of GODS Bleſſing upon our own Labours. GOD- 
hath marveluoſly turned our _ Captivity long ago, 
A AS 
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a the Rivers in the South ; He hath ever fince given 
us Beanty for Afbes, The Oyl of Joy for Sorrow, and 
the . Garment of Praiſe for the Spirit of FHeavineſy, 
All the danger is, leſt wealfo grow fick of /rae/s Dit 
eaſe : Leſt we become prond and preſampruors , wax 
wanton, and careleſs of paying hum due Returns, and 
ſo make our own Tables a Snare, our very Blefſmgs 
Curſe, GOD doth not intend to ki# us with hi 
AKindueſſes; but, if we know not when we are well; 
if we can'c wield and manage a full and proſperous E- 
ſtate ; if nothing but a Furnace will melt os into 
Tears, and purge away our Droſs and Follies, ( wretch- 
ed Duſt as weare |! ) into. the Farnace we muſt gg 
again even until ſeven times: The Scene will certain- 
ly alter in a Momeat, the Wheel of things turn quite 
round, and the end of our ſorrows, be far worſe then the 
beginning, Then ket not the Pride ot thine Heart de- 
ceive thee, O Man, and fay not thou, who ſhall diſturb 
me whenIamat reft in my Poſſeſiows, or Tranſgreſſions 
for though thou exalt thy ſelf as an Eagle, _ ſet thy 
Neſt among the Stars, yet thence will I bring thee down 
faith the LORD Obad. v. 4. 

4. Conſider the many ſolemn Yows and Promiſes we 
offered up to G OD in our diſtreſs, to make our Pray- 
ers for deliverance effefual and ſuccesful; for they 
will all be required at our hands, as ſo many further 
Obligations we ireely laid upon our ſelves, not to for- 
getthe LO RD inthe day of our Rejoycing. 

- tis the Natural effe&t of Adverfty. ro make Men 
confeder, and grow Wiſer: To.come to. rhemſ#bves, to 
their right Wits, like the Prodigal reduced to his haſt 
Lask. No LeCtures of Morality make ſuch Impreſſion, 
as thoſe that are back'd with the Rod of Aﬀittion ; no

Law againſt it. I remember Latantius obferves well 
that. the very Pagavs thernſelves when Scourged with 
fepopulating Wars, Contagious Diſeaſes, unuſual 
droughts, great Rains, Inundations, Storms, Hurri- 
cans, or any other grievous publick Calamity, fall 
down oa their knees preſently to the G O D of Heaven, 
and invoke him earneſtly and unanimouſly, with Pray- 
ers and Tears to-divertand remove his Judgment from 
them. 'To which he adds, if any of them be reduced to 
extream Poverty , and forced to beg his Bread from 
Door to Door, he makes uſe of the Name of G O D, 
a5 the moſt. powerful Argument of his Petition, be- 
ſkeching Men'for GOD $ fake to have pitty andCom- 
paſſion on Zim. But then (as he goes on) poſtquim 
metus deſer uit &c. So ſoon as ever they are well rid of 
that danger, Fear, or Miſery, they return in whole 
Shoals to the CONT ENZTICLES of their doi 
Gods, and Sacrifice all the time of their Proſperity to 
them; Lat. Lib. 2. Dives. Inflit- 

Theſe were profeſſed Zeathex, but what ſhall we 

fay,if ſome pretended Chriſtiavs are not aſhamed to Act 
the ſame part, or ſomething very like it. 
IT might bring in the Merchant in & Storms, who 
will offer freely even to half,. nay eb his Eſtate to Cha- 
ritable uſes ( rather then fail ) provided he may have 
bis Life for a prey : Skin for Skin will he venture for
